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The M ilitary Camp 


T he National Guard camp will extend north of Little Falls 
to a point beyond Fort Ripley, but will be in Morrison county on 
the west side of the Mississippi where they is considerable cheap 
sandy waste land which will be bought for $3 an acre. 
Senator C. Rosenmeier, of Little Falls, in Brainerd recently 
said the federal government will appropriate $250,000 for the 
camp. 
The state appropriation will be approximately $300,000 
The 1200 acres site will be gradually enlarged to one of 21,000 
acres. 
At present the camp will extend two miles north of the 
Fort Ripley bridge. 
Being so close to Brainerd and the lake re­ 
gion, this city will share in the business connected with the camp. 
An old road known as the St. Cloud-Fort Ripley road extends 
to the camp site. 
This will have to be improved to tarvia or ce­ 
ment in order to carry the heavy traffic. 
Minnesota with its old camp site at Lake City, now to be 
abandoned, was formerly so cramped for room that many detach 
ments had to be sent out of state to get their training. 
With the 
new camp operating in the summer of 1931 the state will be in 
position to permit its camp to be used in turn by other out of 
state detachments and application has been received from Okla­ 
homa, Arkansas, and South Dakota. 
The latter state in past 
years has sent its detachment^ to Florida. 
A great saving in 
transportation will be effected by sending the men to the Minne­ 
sota camp. 
With other states using the camp it will greatly extend the 
season. 
Brainerd and the lake region will undoubtedly share in 
the commercial benefits accruing from having such large bodies 
of men and officers in the infantry, cavalry, artillery and air serv­ 
ice quartered so near this city.

I n a new book describing the life and works of Joseph Smith, 
the ex-Scotland Yard man who became house detective at the old 
Waldorf in New York, Mr. Smith tells his historian of a time he 
took an English visitor down Broadway in the evening, says the 
Detroit News.
